Washington sought to reach a large 
French audience when it sent the Presi- 
dent's message to Europe by short-wave 
radio. The same radio carried Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s words to the French 
colonies, and it might be considered 
an attempt to encourage the colonies 
fo resist“ collaboration. The United 
States itself will resist the strengthened 
bonds between France and Germany, 
as Mr. Roosevelt said; but, since such 
collaboration is expected to be a slow 
process, and not in the nature of a 
coup, there was no indication that the 
United States would make an abrupt 
move to sever remaining diplomatic 
ties.

FREEDOM OF THE SEAS 


When reporters inquired whether he 
thought there were “any modern 
counterparts to the Barbary pirates,” 
the President told them to use their 
heads.

The President dismissed a barrage of 
questions seeking to draw him out as 
too hypothetical.

Reports that British planes have 
been instructed to bomb Syrian air- 
ports created a tremendous stir in 
official circles in Ankara, says the As- 
sociated Press. If fighting spreads 
to Syria, Turkey would be virtually 
isolated from the democracies, to 
which her policy was attached. Well- 
informed circles in Ankara said that 
Turkey would maintain her attitude 
of non-belligerency despite develop- 
ments in Syria. 

Turkey will not abandon her non- 
belligerency unless her independence 
is threatened, one reliable quarter 
said. This course could be interpreted 
only as meaning that Turkey would 
keep out of the war at all costs.

waters. '

The apparent situation in Iraq has, 
unfortunately, not cleared so rapidly 
as was at first hoped,” said Mr. 
Fadden, the acting Australian Premier, 
to-day. Though actual military 
operations are favourable to the 
British forces, the rebels have held out 
long enough to allow the despatch of 
at least some German assistance. 
Public opinion in the Empire will cer- 
tainly endorse the decision of the 
United Kingdom Government to take 
decisive action against the German 
aircraft, even on Syrian territory. 
Obviously early sharp measures are 
desirable. 


The uiescence of the Syrian 
authorities in the German plans for 
intervention in Ir was, doubtless, 


under orders from Vichy, which is one 
mdication—there may graver ones 
to’ follow—of. the lamentable slide in 
the resistance which hitherto has been 
maintained by the French Government 
under pressure from Germany,” said 
Mr. Fadden. 

„Unofficial reports seem to leave 
little doubt that the concessions of 
Vichy amount in a very substantial 
degree to French complicity in the 
German plans for extending hostilities, 
— in the Middle East and North 

rica. 


BRITISH READY IN 


EGYPT 


Mr. Fadden said that the past week 
has given increased grounds for confi-. 
dence regarding the defence of Egypt. 
The delay in a German-Italian offensive 
has given time for the reinforcement of 
our position. It has been used to good 
purpose by the Navy and Air Force to 
damage severely the enemy’s lines, 
reinforcements and supplies. 

The spirited defence of Tobruk by 
Australian troops has also helped to 
check German initiative, and now in 
both the Tobruk and Sollum areas the 
Allies are in a position to take offensive 
action, said Mr. Fadden. Three 
other factors are strongly in our favour. 
Firstly, the enemy is suffering diffi- 
culties in maintaining machines and 
transport under the summer desert con- 
ditions. Secondly, our strength in 
armoured vehicles is increasing; and, 
thirdly, the Navy, with the end of the 
Greek campaign, has a far wider radius | 
of action along the North African 
coast.

Sir Nevile Henderson, former 
British Ambassador in Berlin, speak- 
ing at Stamford, Lincs., yesterday, 
made his first public statement on 
Herr Hess, whom he described as an 
absolutely fanatical supporter of the 
Nazi system, who was honest and 
sincere.”

Sir Nevile said that he did not 
think that Hess had come to Britair 
to give away German secrets nor had 
ho come as a spy. 

“What Hess has done is to 
accelerate Germany's war effort. They 
will try to force the issue before next 
winter.” 

When the hope was expressed that 
“the Government would not make a 
fool of Hess,” Sir Nevile replied: 
“You can be quite easy; the Govern- 
ment will not treat him as anything 
but a Nazi.” 

Rudolf Hess is still a patient at the 
military hospital in Scotland. His 
progress towards recovery is good, and 
it is hinted that he may be removed 
to another centre shortly. 


HESS RE-BROADCAST 


TO GERMANY 


Extracts from a recorded speech by 
Rudolf Hess, made from a destroyer 
at Christmas, 1939, were re-broadcast 
esterday in the German language news 
etin of the B.B.C. Herr Hess was 
heard reminding Germans: Again to- 
day I speak to you, my fellow - country- 
men, but how different the world looks, 
how completely altered are the rela- 
tions inside and outside. The law of 
war has gripped its iron band around 
us. Even the place where I am 
standing at the microphone witnesses 
the complete alteration of things. 
Introducing this extract the an- 
nouncer reminded German listeners 
that should anything happen to him 
Herr Hitler had ordered them to give 
Herr Hess the same blind faith and 
obedience as they did to himself.

Sollum has now changed hands four 
times in eight months. ft was captured 
by the Italians in the middle of Sep- 
tember, but in December General 
Wavell’s whirlwind advance through 
the Western desert drove the Italian 
legions out. Fighting near the port 
began again after the Germans had 
entered Bardia in their detour advance 
ast Tobruk in the middle of April. 
Hand-to-hand encounters between 
British and German troops occurred 
before the latter entered the port on 
April 28. Since then British forces 
have vigorously harassed the occupiers. 

The German High Command com- 
muniqué yesterday stated that only 
some contingents of “strong Britis 
forces, supported by numerous tanks. 
had penetrated into the town. Sollum 
has a small jetty, and there is no 
anchorage. It stands at a point where 
the cliffs fringing the Libyan side of 
the coast drop suddenly nearly 500 feet 
to sea level.

Announcing the recaptare of Sollum 
in a telegram from Cairo last might, 
Associated Press said that British 
sources indicated that the recent 
German advance from the border 
region to Sofati; 30 miles inside Egypt, 
and the subsequent retirement laid the 
Germans open to what the communrqué 
issued in Cairo yesterday. termed a 
‘limited operation, which proved 
entirely successful.

ITALIAN STRONGHOLD

After heavy fighting, the King’s 
African Rifles have captured Sciascia- 
manna, Italian stronghold near Lake 
Sciala, some 100 miles south of Addis 
Ababa, the Abyssinian capital. This 
was announ in an official com- 
muniqué issued here this afternoon. 

The fall of Sciasciamanna threatens 
the retreat to Jimma of a powerful 
Italian force still resisting south-east 
of Lake Magherita, on the roads lead- 
ing to Dalle from Yavello 
Neghelli. 

A big battle had been raging for 
several days in the Lake Sciala region. 
In one action east of the lake the 
King’s African Rifles captured more 
than 500 prisoners, including 20 officers, 
of which 400 were Euro , as well 
as nine light tanks, six field and 
four anti-tank . The Italians left 
80 dead on the held.

African Rifles advanced from Adama, 
past the central lakes, towards Scias- 
ciamanna. Thrusting as both sides 
of the lake these British-led troops 
crossed the Gidu river, after the cap- 
ture of Fike.
